—all tears. 

“I know,” sald MeCarey, “that Mor- 
ley has not made money out of the 
team in the last two years, and while 
I was with him in hie office he cer- 
tainly worked for the interest of good 
baseball, and gave us a winning team.

“The English train of the past, witha |

contrary to popular belief in the United |

Some of your editorial must have 
been founded upon popular belief, be- 
caurte you intimate that a train that Is 
“rushed at a mile a minute” tis a com- 
paratively new thing over there. I 
know that you Want to pe accurate: 
and therefore take the liberty of in- 
forming you that this is a very “old 
thig@s,”” even in short-distance hauls. I 
used to take a one-mile-a-minute train 
between Glasgow and Edinburgh, in 
Scotiand, as a matter of course. We 
rent accross that little country like a 
Btreak of lightning, with our old- 
fashioned “matchbox carriage” rock- 
ing like a ship in a gale. We traveled, 
in fact, on the roller-skating principle, 
sometimes on one set of wheels, some- 
times on the other, and the locomotive 
had an arrangement called “bogey 
wheels” in front, to help it hold 
track at sharp curves. Untraveled 
American newspaper editors have a 
habit of asserting a proposition, and 
then of calmly taking their assertion 
for proof or precedent, and following 
it with a series of maddening deduc- 
tions, each more preposterous than the 
others. The ratiroad disasters in Great 
Britain have been tremendous, awful, 
fearful, hideous.

MAY GET MORE WATER. 


Monrovie Man Presents Report, Show- 
ing How Municipal Supply May 
Be increased. 
MONROVIA, July 3.—Civi! Engineer 


by the city to make a thorough exami- 
nation of the municipal water systems 
with a view to increasing their effi- 
ciency, presented a partial report to 
the Board of Trustees last evening. 
In Mr. Parker's opinion, improvements 
in the methods and means of conserv- 
ing the present supply.will be richly 
rewarded and will assure the city 
enough water for a population several 
times larger than at present. He 
found the intakes of the mountain 
system so badly clogged with débris 
and undergrowth that probably not 
}to exceed one-third of the water enters 
the pipes in the various ‘cafions. The 
balanee, so far as use in Monrovia is 
concerned, runs to waste. 

A great part of the pipe ts rusted 
out and utterly useless. This must be 
remedied before any satisfactory re- 
sults can be obtained. The bulk-head 
at Twin Springs Tunnel leaks 580 
much that the storage capacity of the 
mountain in which the tunnel Is driven 
is not utilized. 

The trustees were requested to en- 
gage a force of men to clear out the 
intakes so that the examination could 
be continued. It will be a month be- 
fore Mr. Parker can complete the work 
and submit his final report and de- 
tailed plans for improvement.

EYEBROW SUPERSTITIONS. 


The Old but Still Popular Omen of the 
Meeting Brows—Beliefs of Differ- 
ent People. 

{London Globe: 


have been the center of a certain 
amount of lore, and even superstition. 


But the chief point at which supersti- 


tion or folklore is found in this con- 
nection is in those cases, not infre- 
the eyebrows meet. 
Everywhere this meeting of the brows 
has pho held to be ominous in one 
way or another. 

In some of our Southern countries 
folks say that it is good to have such 
brows, for the possessor will never 
have trouble; but this is a rare inter- 

retation. As a fule the meeting 
rows are held to be of evil omen. 
Readers of Charles Kingsley’s ‘“‘Two 
Years Ago” will remember Mrs. Har- 
vey's face, which had been handsome 
and was still clever, “but the eye- 
brows,” continues Kingsley, “crushed 
together downward above her nose 
and, rising high at the outer corners, 
indicated as surely ag restiess 
down-drop eye a character self-con- 
scious, furtive, capable of great  in- 
consistencies, possibly of great de- 
ceits.”” 

In the Icelandic sagas a man with 
meeting eyebrows is said to be one 
of the dreadful creatures known 48 
werewolves, and the same belief has 
been traced in Denmark and Ger- 
many; while in Greece, says Mr. Bar- 
ing Gould, they are a sign that a man 
is a vampire. In horror there ts little 
to choose between vampires and were- 
wolves. A fanciful reason which has 
been given for these superstitions is 
that the meeting brows resemble 4 
butterfly, “the famillar type of a soul 
ready to fly off and enter some other 
body." This seems tolerably far- 
fetched. 

In Hungary gypsy women and men 
whose eyebrows ,grow together are 
supposed to have in special degree the 
power of enchantment; and as illiter- 
ate foik have a great dread of such 
mysterious powers, especiaily as they 
may be supposed to be directed 
againet the wellibelng or happiness 
of thelr children, it need hardly be 
said that a man whose brows meet 
ie not a popular person. Even now 
there are parts of England where a 
belief in witchcraft still lingers; and 
not so very long ago in Northumber- 
land there were people who regarded 


@ person whose eyebrows met as @ 


witch or warlock. 

In the north of Aberdeenshire, ac-

Gregor, who was a very competent 
authority on .Seottish lore and cus- 
toms, a “closebroot man"--that is, one 
whose eyebrows met--was regarded as 
being immoral. Elsewhere in Scot- 
land one with “close broos’ was re- 
garded as unlucky to be met as. “firet 
fit.’ while other folk went a good deal 
further and regarded the unlucky pos- 
sessor of “close broos” as one fore-
